CORONATION MEDALS PRESENTED | 


TO BRITISH EMPIRE TROOPS 


Twelve Hundred Men in Native 
Uniforms Greeted by King, 
Queen and Dukes. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 14.—Troops from 
the corners of the British Empire 
marched on the lawn of Bucking- 
ham Palace today and were pre- 
sented special coronation medals by 
King George, Queen Elizabeth and 
the Dukes of Gloucester and Kent. 

Pickea soldiers—1200 of them—in 
their native uniforms, formed a 
great “U” on the palace lawn as 
the King and Queen and other 
members of the royal family ap- 
peared on the palace balcony. Out- 
side a great crowd fought for places 
at the palace railings. 

Their majesties and the King’s 
two brothers each took a separate 
rank, greeting first the officers and 
then distributed the medals of gar- 
ter blue, red and white. 

Princesses Elizabeth and Mar- 
garet Rose, dressed alike in pink, 
with wide brimmed hats, tagged 
after their mother, Queen Mother 
Mary and the Duchess of Glouces- 
ter watched the ceremony from the 
palace steps. 

The crowd outside cheered loudly 
when the troops marclted from the 
garden gate into the Mall, whence 
two days ago the King and Queen 
started their historic drive to West- 
minster Abbey for the coronation. 


BiG LOG DRIVE IN IDAHO: 
93,000,000 FEET OF TIMBER 


32 Men on 105-Mile Trip Down 
Clearwater River to Lewi 
ton.

Thirty-two men were driving some 
23,000,000 feet of timber 105 miles 
downstream on the Clearwater 
River today.

The drive is manned by the most 
skilled of the timbermen and log 
rollers. Their job is to release logs 
which get jammed or stranded on 
shore or lodged on obstructions. 
Leaping from log to log, they some-

The men eat and sleep in “wan- 
nigans,” shelters built on rafts.

—Lester Brockelhurst, 23-year-old 
paroled convict and former Sunday 
school teacher, is in a Dutchess 
County cell today, after what Lieut. 
H. A. Gay of the State Police 
called a six weeks’ crime tour, in 
which he killed three men. 


His victims, as named by Gay 
from reports received from police: 

Albin Theander, Rockford, IIl., 
tailor. 

Jack Griffth, Fort Worth, Tex., 
tavern owner. 

Victor Gates, Little Rock, Ark. 

In another cell of the county jail 
is Bernice Felton, 24, of Rockford, 
who accompanied Brockelhurst on 
the six weeks’ trip through the 
Middle West, the South and the 
East. Brockelhurst also is from 
Rockford. She had nothing to do 
with the killings, Brockelhurst in- 
sists. 

The ex-convict, who had served 
a short term in Joliet Penitentiary, 
in Illinois, for an armed robbery 
in Chicago in 1935, was arrested 
late yesterday near Brewster, when 
a State trooper noticed a license 
plate was missing from his car. 

When the trooper saw a loaded 
revolver in the car, he took the 
pair to the Fishkill Barracks of 
the State police. Brockelhurst, 
blond and freckled, was calm.

“Hole” in Overcast Skies

FLOYD BENNETT FIELD, N. 
Y., May 14.—Dick Merrill and Jack 
Lambie landed their twin-motored 
monoplane here at 3:35 p. m. today, 
completing the first round-trip com- 
mercial trans-Atlantic flight by air- 
plane, 

They arrived 24 hours and 22 min- 
utes after leaving Southport, En- 
gland, having spent 22 minutes in a 


stop at the Squantum naval air sta~ 
tion, near Boston, to get their bear- 
ings and check their gasoline sup- 
ply before proceeding to the starte 
ing point of their flight. 

A crowd of 5000, which had been 
waiting for several hours, greeted 
the flyers when they brought their 
plane down through dark, low- 
hanging clouds and landed on the 
rain-drenched field here. 

Merrill and Lambie climbed out 
of the cabin almost as soon as the 
plane came to a halt, and grinnned 
toward the cheerig crowd. They 
took pictures of the dirigible Hin- 
denburg fire to England and 
brought back photographs of the 
coronation. 

The landing at Squantum was 
made when a drizzling fog prevent- 
ed them from sighting the field 
here. The flyers at a light lunch 
and took off again at 3:02. 

Engines Worked Well. 

Merrill said at Squantum the 
engines worked well all the way 
across the Atlantic. The Naval 
Air Base was the first land they 
had seen since 8 a. m., when they 
were over Newfoundland, he said, 

“This is the third time we have 
seen land since leaving London,” 
he said. “We had been following 
the radio beam and it led us 
into Squantum, We were afraid 
of our gas supply and both of us 
were pretty much worn out, 

“We decided to make a landing, 
After landing we checked our gaso~- 
line supply more thoroughly and 
saw that we had sufficient gas to 
continue on to Floyd Bennett 
Field.” 

Naval airplane mechanics asked 
Merrill if he wished their services. 

“No,” he said, “our motors have 
been acting beautifully since the 
take-off. It was my gas I was wor- 
ried about. I wanted to land rather 
than continue on to New York, as I 
knew we had consumed more gas 
than we had anticipated due to un- 
favorable weather conditions off 
Newfoundland.” 

Merrill Gets Headache Tablets. 

Merrill asked, and received, from 
Dr. S. Robert Scholtz of the naval 
reserve, two headache tablets, 

Lieut. John J. Shea, commandant 
of the Squantum air base, said the 
first intimation his officers had 
that Merrill was planning a land- 
ing was when the Merrill-Lambie 
plane circled the air base, then 
swooped down.

STRIKES AND FLOOD 
DELAY PARIS FAIR 


nally Set to Open May 1, 
Postponed to May 24. 


By the Associatec Press 


PARIS, May 14.—The Paris ex-| 


position rising along the Seine has | 


been praised by the People’s Front | 
Government as a symbol of po- 
litical truce, but criticised by the 
opposition as a “foyer of revolu- 
tion,” 

Strikes and demonstrations, acci- 
dents and floods, have marked the 
laborious growth of the 190 pa- 
vilions of France and 42 visiting 
nations. 

Originally planned for May 1, in- 
auguration of the show, which will 
run to Nov. 25, has been delayed 
to May 24. 

The Government has indicated 
its defense will be that the show far 
surpassed that originally planned, 
and in any case, it igs a tradition 
of Paris expositions that they never 
are On time. 

The Seine flooded some of the 
grounds during the winter, and the 
rains and winds of the wet spring 
caused minor accidents. 

Laborers took part in several or- 
ganized stoppages of work, once, 
Feb. 11, to hear Premier Blum ex- 
hort them to greater efforts, and 
again March 18 in the general strike 
of protest against the Clichy riot. 

Many foreign buildings were 
started late. Work on the Ameri- 
can pavilion, on the left bank near 
the Eiffel Tower, began only in| 
mid-April. | 

The Cabinet had its most serious | 
exposition disputes with its own 
supporters among the working 
class. 

Carpenters, erecting the two mon- 
umental towers of wood at the 
Place de l’Alma entrance, floated 


a giant tri-color, adorned with dec- 
orations of their own making, over 
each of the columns. 

The flags bore the three parallel 
arrows of the Socialist party on the 
field of blue, the liberty bonnet of 
the. Radical-Socialists on the white 
and the hammer and sickle of the 
Communists on the red. 

Police took down the emblems, 


the national flag, and the next day 
a whole array of red banners ap- 
peared. 

The incident, petty at the start, 
became a test of the Government’s 
power to control extremists in its 
own camp. 

A new quarrel threatens over re- 
lease of the workers upon comple- 
tion of the explosion. To prevent 
unemployment among the 22,000 
men working on the pavilions, the 
Building Trades Union has demand- 
ed a 10 billion franc public works 
program, financed by a new loan, 
despite a Government stand against 
either further expenses or increased 
borrowing. 

The Government has pressed on 
with the work, hoping that, once 
the visitors arrive, political pas- 
sions will subside. 

It counts, too upon 400,000 
Americans and millions of Euro- 
peans bringing to France a vast 
supply of the foreign exchange 
needed to help make up the deficit 
in the country’s trade balance.

Dr. Mollie Ray Carroll of

of Democracy. 


Adult education is drifting aim- 
lessly without serious effort to plan 
a complete system of training suit- 
ed to the needs of the general popu- 
lation, A. Caswell Ellis, director of 
Cleveland College of Western Re- 
serve University, declared in an 
address today before the National 
University Extension Association at 
Hotel Chase. A vast conglomera- 
tion of courses, curricula, institutes, 
forums, discussion groups, corre- 
spondence schools, schools of the 
air and what not are being offered 
to adults. Too many of the courses, 
he said, “merely tattoo their minds 
here and there with picturesque 
scraps of unrelated knowledge, 


which soon fade out or leave men- 
tal confusion.” 

As proof that the subject matter 
of courses offered do not appeal to 
the overwhelming majority of 
adults he cited the fact that less 
than 5,000,000 attend those classes 
in a year, whereas many times as 
many go to the movies each week. 
The disparity cannot be explained 
by saying that most of the popula- 
tion has no capacity for education, 
he continued, reminding his hearers 
that intelligence tests of soldiers 
during the war showed that only 
about one-eighth of the men with 
first-rate native ability had been 
to college. 

Little progress can be expected 
so long as salaries for teaching 
adults are lower even than in the 
regular schools and colleges, so 
long as teachers conduct § adult 
classes in the evening after a full 
day’s work in public schools, or 
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look romantic in a_ large

House Committee Passes Up Ickes’ 
Plea for Permanent Act. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 14. — The 
House Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee overrode recom- 
mendations of Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes yesterday that Con- 
gress make permanent legislation 
of the Connally “hot oil” act, which 
expires June 16. Instead tt ap- 
proved an amendment to a Senate 
bill sponsored by Senator Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, to extend the act 
until June 30, 1939.

UN MRS. RASKOB S 
DEAL WiTh DUPONT 


Appeals Board Head Ex- 
cludes Evidence She De- 
ducted $271,345 After 
1931 Transaction. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—The Gov- 
ernment was barred today from 
going into stock transactions be- 
tween Pierre S. du Pont and Mrs. 
John J. Raskob, in connection with 
the 1929 income tax against Raskob 
and du Pont. 

Richard L. Disney of the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals, who 
is hearing the Bureau of Internal 


Revenue charges that du Pont and 
Raskob made fictitious sales of 
stock in 1929 and made unwarrant- 
ed deductions on their income tax 
returns as a result of losses in these 
sales, refused to allow Government 
attorneys to bring out a 1931 trans- 
action between Mrs, Raskob and du 
Pont by which she deducted $217,- 
345 from her 1931 return. 

“I think you’re going just a little 
too far,” Disney told Mason B. Lem- 
ing, chief of Government counse] in 
the case. 

Leming sought to introduce the 
transaction to show a similarity of 
intent. 

Previously the Government attor- 
neys were given a free hand to 
bring the limits of 1929 and 1930 
and open up income tax arrange- 
ments between du Pont and Raskob 
in 1931. Disney had held that the 
lapse of a year, in showing a simi- 
larity of transaction and intent, 
where the arrangement was be- 
tween the same persons, was not 
an unreasonable length of time. 

When Leming sought to bring 
Mrs. Raskob’'s financial affairs in 
1931 into the case, James S. Y. 
Ivins, chief counsel for du Pont. 
objected and was sustained. 

The Government contends the 
1929 cross-sales, which enabled du 
Pont and Raskob to establish losses 
totaling more than $7,000,000, were 
accompanied by a _ repurchasing 
agreement, contrary to the Revenue 
Act of 1928.

Rules for Government.

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APPEALS COURT 
SETS ASIDE BAR 
ON EXPANDING IVA 


Reserves Order Forbid- 
ding Starting Work Not 
Yet Begun, Issued on 
Plea of Private Com- 
panies.

COVINGTON, Ky., May 14.—The 
Sixth U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
yeals ruled today that a temporary 
injunction halting expansion of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority was 
against public interest both as to 
flood control and power production 
and set aside the restraining or- 
der granted last December by Judge 
John Gore of the Eastern Tennes- 
see United States District Court. 

It returned the case for hearing 
on the merits of the complaint of 
the 19 private utiltiies which won 
from Judge Gore an inju--ction for- 
bidding T V «A from proceeding 
with new construction not then 
under way. Judge Gore permitted 
contention of the T V A attorneys 
the authority to continue construc- 
tion already started. 

The Circuit Court opinion, writ- 
ten by Judge Charles G. Simons, 
held that both the T V A and the 
public would suffer great loss un- 
less Judge Gore’s order were set 
aside. While the court was unani- 
mous in agreeing the injunction 
should be vacated, Judges Florence 
Allen and Charles Moorman dis- 
agreed with part of Simons’ opinion. 

Validity Not Passed On. 

The question of constitutionality 
of the T V A Act was not involved. 
Judge Simons’ opinion overruled a 
contentio nof the T V A attorneys 
that Judge Gore had no authority 
to pass on the question since T V A 
headquarters was in Alabama. He 
declared T V A has “no restricted 
situs.” 

“The authority, he said, “is au- 
thorized under the act to carry on 
operations upon the Tennessee Riv- 
er and its tributaries without re- 
spect to state lines or the limits of 
judicial districts, and may acquire 
by purchase or condemnation any- 
where, lands, easements or rights 
of way necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the act.

rules for the guidance of trial 
courts as to the practice of issuing 
temporary injunctions which in ef- 
fect suspend the operation of stat- 
utes.” 

“The considerations which govern 
the issuance of temporary injunc- 
tions in a suit between private par- 
ties have often been applied, in in- 
junction suits against public of- 
'ficials, where the damage to the 
public is readily ascertainable and 
where the public interest may be 
properly protected,” she wrote. 
“However, the decisions recognize 
a clear distinction where the dam- 
age to the public cannot be readily 
appraised and where the acts com- 
plained of involve, as here, a public 
policy authorized by statutes, ordi- 
nance or order of a duly constituted 
public board or officers.” 


Judge Moorman said he agreed 
to setting aside of the restrainer 
“not on the grounds stated in the 
opinion or concurrence,” but be- 
cause in his belief, “the bill does 
not state a case for judicial de- 
cision. 

“I am of the opinion,” he wrote, 
“that the bill should be dismissed 
and I dissent from the holding that 
it should not.” 


History of the Case. 


Judge Gore, Dec. 14, enjoined 
T V A from building new trans- 
mission lines and substations not 
already under way, or serving new 
customers except in restricted rural 
areas. He signed the order, on be- 
half of 19 private utility companies 
serving parts of Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi and Georgia. 


In argument here April 16, James 
Lawrence Fly, T V A solicitor, 
challenged Judge Gore’s action in 
overruling a motion for dismissal. 

On behalf of the utilities former 
Secretary of War Newton D. Baker 
of Cleveland, O., contended Judge 
Gore was clearly within his juris- 
diction. The T V A, he said was 
“clearly a proprietary business en- 
terprise” and that “where a public 
agency of another state undertakes 
to carry on a private business en- 
terprise in Tennessee, it may be 
sued in Tennessee.” 


Principal offices of the agency 
are in Knoxville, Tenn., from which 
Baker. contended an “army of prop- 
agandists are spreading like flies 
“throughout the State with a result 
that private utilities are “unable to 
do business normally and refuse to 
spend a dollar” toward improve- 
ment of their property. 

Frequent references to the Ash-

Over The Top, 
until recently a 
stable mate of 
MAN O’ WAR. War Admiral, 

will race under 
the colors of Mrs. W. H. Furst of 
Chicago. 

This Over The Top is not to be 
despised as he won one of his 
two starts this year, and comes 
of royal parentage on the dam's 
side—Cresta by Whisk Broom 
II. The latter holds the remark- 
able record of one and one-fourth 
miles of 2:00, made with 139 
pounds in the saddle! 

Over The Top opposed his half 
brother once this year. That was 
in the Chesapeake Stakes at one 
and one-sixteenth miles. The 
Admiral beat his brother 6% 
lengths and was eased up, Over 
The Top finishing in third posi- 
tion. 

As a two-year-old Over The Top 
won only one race in five starts. 
He was nosed out by Siam, in 
another race. Like Matey he be- 
gins slowly and finishes strong- 
ly, but apparently he lacks War 
Admiral’s class.

The Upside Down Race. 


UST because War Admiral 

won the Kentucky Derby, 
don’t be in a hurry to risk the 
family plate on him to win the 
Preakness Stakes, tomorrow, un- 
der the impression that this son 
of Man o’ War can’t lose. Better 
horses than War Admiral have 
been beaten—and by that we 
mean Man o’ War himself. 

In the Preakness Stakes things 
don’t always go as they should. 
In fact, in some ways it’s one of 
those upside down races which go 
by contraries. For example: 

The Preakness is known less 
for the great horses which won 
it than for the famous horses 
that have gone down to defeat. 
Upset, the only horse to take Man 
o’ War’s mwsure (and therefore 
the logical ene to have the 
Preakness at his mercy), lost 
that race to the very horse he 
had once defeated. 

Twenty Grand, holder of the 
record for the Derby, was beaten 
by Mate in the Preakness—al- 
though Mate was hardly in the 
same class with Twenty Grand. 

In 1923 Zev finished next to 
last in this race, but went on to 
win the Derby, a week later. 

The mighty Cavalcade, stand- 
out in 1934, suffered a defeat in 
this race by his stable mate, High 
Quest; the great horse, Discov- 
ery. could do no better than third 
in the Preakness. 

Granville, adjudged “champion 
of all horses that raced in 1936,” 
in the opinion of a committee of 
experts, ran second to Bold Ven- 


ture in the Preakness.

The Logical Choice. 


AR ADMIRAL is the logical 
choice for this race and his 
defeat would be a mild surprise, 
should the track be fast. The Ad- 
miral won with plenty in reserve 
and there is no telling how close 


are selecting Pompoon and Matey 
to beat War Admiral. 

As for Pompoon, while he ran 
a good race in the derby and had 
some excuses, he had a clear shot 
at War Admiral in the _ stretch 
and failed to beat him. War Ad- 
miral can run as fast and as far 
as the son of Pompey — and the 
Preakness is a sixteenth of a 
mile shorter than the derby. 

Pompoon may win, but War 
Admiral will have to suffer some 
bad racing luck. 

About Matey? There is little 
in his races of last year or this 
season to show that this son of 
Man O’War is in the same class 
with War Admiral. We know 
that he comes strong in the 
stretch but the time for his two- 
year-old races indicates that he is 
not good enough to race close to 
either Pompoon or War Admiral. 

On what has been shown by any 
of the probable starters, the race 
ought to see War Admiral finish 
ahead of Pompoon, with Matey 
and Over the Top somewhere in 


the rear. 


Tops the Derby Payoff. 


HERE are other things about 
this Preakness Stakes which 
make it interesting. Although 
lacking the national prestige of 
the Derby it has on several occa- 
sions paid the winning owner a 
greater sum than was ever de- 
rived from a Kentucky Derby. 
The peak was reached in 1929 
when the owner of the great horse 
Victorian was paid $60,000. 
Several horse owners have won 
both the Derby and the Preak- 
ness with the same _ performer. 
That began in 1919 when Sir Bar- 
ton, the first “maiden” to win the 
Derby followed it up by captur- 
ing the Preakness from Eternal 


and Sweep On.

Sir Barton went on through a 
great year and came to be re- 
garded as one of the all-time 
greats of the turf. Then, next 
year, along came Man O’ War 
and won the Preakness and nine 
other stakes. 

A dispute arose as to relative 
merits of the two and a match 
race at the close of the 1920 
season was run at Kenilworth. 
A motion picture concern put up 
a purse of $75,000 for the film 
rights and it was to go to the 
winner. 

Man O’ War, a year younger, 
was conceded six pounds by Sir 
Barton and such was the confi- 
dence of all concerned that the 
betting against Man O’ War was 
1 to 20, and 5% to 1 against Sir 
Barton. Result: Man O’ War 
was two lengths in front at the 
quarter, three lengths at the 
half, five lengths at the three- 
quarters, six lengths into the 
stretch and seven lengths, eased 
up, at the finish.

Purchase of Skyscraper Notes 
by Investment Trust Brought 
Out by SEC. 


By the Associated. Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Securi- 

ties Commission counsel declared 

yesterday that an investment trust 


lost $4,425,000 in connection with 
financing of the Empire State 


Building, 1248-foot skyscraper, in 


New York. 

The Chatham Phenix Allied Cor- 
poration, an investment trust spon- 
sored by the Chatham Phenix Na- 
tional Bank, bought second mort- 
gage debentures at a net cost of 
$5,925,000, Counsel David Schenker 
brought out. 

He elicited testimony from Louis 
G. Kaufman, then president of the 
bank, that Kaufman purchased the 
debentures from the investment 
trust, paying for them with 48,000 
shares of Chatham Phenix bank 
stock, which at that time had a 
market value of only $1,500,000. 

Schenker pointed out that the in- 
vestment trust participated in the 
financing of the mammoth build- 
ing “at a time when the stock mar- 
ket crash had occurred and the 
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real estate market had started to 
slump.” The counsel is directing 
an inquiry into practices of invest- 
ment trusts in general. 

He brought out later that, after 
the debentures transaction, Empire 
State, Inc., was reorganized and 
its mortgage debentures exchanged 
for common stock. Kaufman, he 
showed, now owns 35,000 shares of 
Empire State stock—about 10 per 
cent of the total outstanding. 

Kaufman testified there was no 
market for the stock now but that 
he hoped it had potentialities. 


Among the prominent names 
sprinkled through the testimony as 
having some connection with Em- 
pire State’s construction and man- 
agement were Alfred E. Smith, 
John J. Raskob, Pierre du Pont and 
E. F. Hutton. 


The name of Smith was brought 
into the hearing through his as- 
sociation with du Pont and Raskob 
and the fact that he is now presi- 
dent of Empire State, Inc., present 
owners of the building. Kaufman 
said Smith did not participate in 
any of the financing discussions.

DRY GOODS FROM WP A 


Accused of Disposing of Cloth 
and Thread at Kansas 
City, Mo.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 14.— 
City detectives took into custody 
yesterday two Federal employes and 
a State employe who worked at 
the Works Progress Administration 
warehouse in Springfield, Mo., for 
investigation in connection with the 


sale of dry goods. 

City detectives arrested the men, 
who gave as their names Edgar 
L. Chaffin, 23 years old, warehouse | 
supervisor of the Women’s Work 
division of the W P A at Spring- 
field; Wilbur R. Penland, 37, a 
foreman, and John B. McNeeley, 24, 


the State employe. 

Nate Kessler, grocer, telephoned 
police that he had paid three men 
$75 for 120 dozen spools of thread 
and 500 yards of dry goods. After 
making the purchase, police said, 
Kessler told them he became sus- 
picious and notified police after he 
stopped payment on a check he had 
given the men. 

The detectives said Kessler told 
them the three men entered his 
store about noon and offered the 
goods for sale after a customer 
previously had told him he had a 
friend whose father had died and 
left some dry goods stock. 

The detectives said Chaffin, when 
first questioned, told them the dry 
goods had been left him at his 
father’s death and asserted he had 
more goods stored in his room in 
Springfield. The officers’ tele- 
phoned Chaffin’s landlady at 
Springfield and she told them Chaf- 
fin did not have stock in his room. 
The detectives said they told 
Chaffin of their conversation with 
the landlady and Chaffin then told 
them “this stuff is ‘overage.’ When 
they send goods to the warehouse 
they sometimes send more than the 
bills call for. I just saved it up 
until there was enough to sell.” Mc- 
Neeley and Penland affirmed Chaf- 
fin’s reported explanation. 

The detectives communicated 
with the Investigation Division of 
the W P A and said they were 
informed there was no such thing 
as “overage” at W P A warehouses 
and that the dry goods was the 
property of the Government. 

The three men were taken to 
police headquarters and the dry 
goods was stored there. 


HARRY HOPKINS SAYS POVERTY 
IN U, S, CAN BE ABOLISHED 


Tells Cotton Manufacturers Pur- 
chasing Power for Workers Will 
Keep Mills Open. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Harry 
Hopkins, Works Progress Admin- 
istrator, said at a banquet of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ 


Association last night: 

“I don’t see how you are going 
to keep the mills open unless the 
people down here at the bottom of 
our population have some purchas- 
ing power.” Hopkins said there now 
were 6,000,000 family units, or 18,- 
000,000 persons who did not share 
in the national income from wages, 
dividends, or rents. 

Estimating there were 5,000,000 
more potential workers in the 
United States than in 1929, Hopkins 
said. the national income must go 
20 per cent above that of 1929 to 
reduce unemployment to the pre- 
depression figure. “I believe pov- 
erty can be abolished in America,” 
he said. “I believe our industrial 
system can do it.”

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OLD MASTERS 
FLOOD HOLLYWOOD 


Expert Copyist Causes Panic 
by Denouncing Counter- 
feit Paintings.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal, May 14.— 
Hollywood movie stars and direc- 
tors who have invested hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in what 


have been sold to them as orig- 
inal paintings by the masters, both 
modern ‘and classic, have been 
duped by clever imitations which 
have been filtering into Hollywood 
for the past decade. 

This revelation was made yes- 
terday by one of the cleverest imi- 
tators of them all, Silone Fioretti, 
who can paint you a Raphael in 
24 hours that will fool all but the 
most astute collectors. Fioretti, 
who learned his craft in Paris, has 
just been employed by Paramount 
to reproduce 10 of the old masters 
for the Ernst Lubitsch-Marlene 
Dietrich film, “Angel.” He turned 
them out one a day. 

Lubitsch himself was one of the 
first to be frightened by Fioretti’s 
statement, because the dynamic 
little director has collected more 
than 20 expensive paintings for his 
new house. Other stars and di- 
rectors whose collections are 
made suspect by Fioretti’s expose, 
include Josef von Sternberg, Mar- 
lene Dietrich, Edward G. Robin- 
son, Joan Crawford, Melvyn Doug- 
las, Franchot Tone, John Barry- 
more, Herbert Marshall, Claudette 
Colbert, Carole Lombard and Gary 
Cooper. 

Fioretti said that in the collec- 
tion of one of these persons he 
saw what was purported to be a 
Vincent Van Gogh, which is a 
product of the “factory” of Van 
Gogh copies which caused such a 
scandal in Germany and France in 
1931. Much of the turnout from 
the secret copy “factories” in Paris, 
the center of this illicit trade, has 
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made its way to Hollywood during 
recent years, Fioretti said. 

He also warned against a flood 
of El Greco, Velasquez and Goya 
forgeries which have recently ar- 
rived in Hollywood. Lubitsch has 
been approached by a person bear- 
ing -what was said to be an orig- 
inal Goya, supposedly torn from 


a frame in the El Prado museum 
during the confusion of the first 
days of the revolt in Madrid. 
Fioretti established the painting as 
a forgery. He said that the Span- 
ish civil war has stimulated the 
circulation of forged paintings all 
over the world with most activity 
being apparent in Hollywood.

HEALTH CONDITIONS REPORTED 
GOOD IN STATE'S FLOOD AREA 


Survey Made by Missouri Commis- 
sioner Parker and Dr. W. L. 
Brandon, Board Member.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., May 14.— 
Sanitary conditions in the South- 
east Missouri flood district, are ex- 
ceptionally good, Dr, W. L. Bran- 
don, member of the State Board of 
Health, said today following a sur- 
vey made yesterday in company 
wtih Dr. H. S. Parker, State Health 
Commissioner. 

“We found sanitary conditions 
generally better than we had ex- 
pected,” said Dr. Brandon. “The 
health in general, among the flood 
refugees and persons living in the 
overflow districts, is very good.” 

Dr. Brandon said all flood refu- 
gees, numbering something like 45,- 
000 were inoculated for typhoid dur- 
ing the flood five months ago, and

ROLLA, Mo., May 14—A new | 
measurement on Tom Sauk Moun- | 
tain. near Ironton, Mo., made by} 


engineers of the United States Geo- | 
logical Survey working in co-oper- 
ation with the Missouri Bureau of 
Geology and Mines, shows the 
mountain to be 1771.7 feet high, or 
some 20 feet higher than shown 
by the original Government sur- 
vey. | 

This is the highest point in the 
State. A close second to Tom 
Sauk, as shown by preliminary sur- 
veys, is Buford Mountain, near) 
Belleview, 10 miles north of Tom | 
Sauk, this mountain showing a! 
height of 1760 feet. Just across 
from Tom Sauk to the northwest 
is Wildcat Mountain, with a new 
measurement of 1747 feet. 

All these mountains are units of 
the picturesque St. Francois group 
of mountains, regarded by geolo- 
gists as among the oldest exposed 
rocks on the North American con- 
tinent. 

The mountain is situated in one | 
of the least accessible parts of 
Iron County, and to reach the 
highest point involves a horseback 
ride or walk of several miles. It!

with varying figures. With the dis- 
covery and study of radium, a. 
‘method has been arrived at that | 
-has been attracting the attention 
of geologists and physicists as more 
likely to be correct than previous 
methods, and that is the measure- 
ment of time based on radioactivi- 
ty. Based on this method, if the St. 
|Francois Mountains are of _ the | 
_Archeozoic Age this would make | 
_the period of time since their up- 
lift a little less than a billion years. | 
|. The vastness of their age may | 
_best be realized in considering them | 
_in comparison with other mountain | 
| ranges. The Rocky Mountains were 
|first uplifted at the close of the 
| Mesozoic, some 55,000,000 years ago. 
|The Alps were raised from their 
_ocean bed during the Oligocene, 
/ some 35,000,000 years ago. The Him- 
|alayas left their marine birthplace 
during the Miocene, 19,000 years 
_ago. The great mountain ranges 
of today are therefore still in

Legend of Tom Sauk. 

There ig among the people of the 
neighborhood of Tom Sauk a ro- 
mantic story dealing with the 
mountain and the beautiful water- 
fall that comes from the side of it. 
_The mountain gets its name from 

a chief of the Piankishaw Indians, | 

Sauk-ton-qua, and the falls from | 
his daughter, Mina-Sauk.. According | 

to the legend this waterfall was | 

caused by Manitou, to punish the 

tribe of Tom Sauk for the murder | 
of a young Osage chief. the hus- | 
band of Mina-Sauk, and the blood- | 
red flowers along the stream of the 

fall grew from the blood stains of 

the murdered warrior. 

The legend relates that ‘on one 

of the hunting expeditions of the 

_Piankishaws Mina-Sauk was cap- 

tured by a band of Osage Indians, | 
and while captive became the bride | 
of one of the young Osage chiefs, 
and learned to love him dearly. Lat- 
er she was taken away from the 
Osages by the Piankishaws, but

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mous destructiveness of modern 
weapons, perhaps it is amazing that 
the priceless art treasures of Spain 
have escaped as lightly as they 
have. Any patron of art would 
shudder upon reading this incident, 
recorded by the British reporter of 
the Carlist war: “On the 14th of 
August, 1834, a party of Urbanos 
from the adjoining town of Eibar, 
arriving at Ermuna, plundered and 
then set fire to the palace and five 
other houses, also the property of 
the Marquis de Valdespina.

I saw 
the remains of one, ‘The Descent 
From the Cross,’ by Titian, which 
in the general confusion had fallen 
from the walls and might have es- 
caped, if one of the incendiaries had 
not wantonly made the sign of the 
cross with his sword by slashing 
through it, right and left.” 
Affection for Peasants. 

Close association with the Basque 
soldiers and peasants, throughout a 
period perhaps as cruelly searching 
as that to which they are subjected 
by the present rebel _ invasion, 
aroused in Edward Bell Stephens 
an unqualified respect and deep af- 
fection for them. He portrayed the 
Basques in the following terms: 


“Biscayans are indeed a highly in- 


telligent, sociable and amiable peo- 
ple. They possess all the natural 


active politenesg of the Irish peas- 
antry, without any alloy of servil- 
ity, the sagacity of the Scotch, with- 
out a symptom of its degeneracy 
into cunning, and the steady self- 
respect which characterizes the 
upper classes of England, quite free 
from the leaven of Saxon stupidity. 
In their self-possessed, dispassionate 
conduct, they bear a strong resem- 
blance to those native gentlemen, 
the North American Indians. They 
may be recognized at once as men 
and gentlemen, ... The peasantry 
of Biscay are all nobles.’”’ In an- 
other instance he remarks: “A peo- 
ple who know their strength and 
rights so perfectly that they will 
not even concede to their own cher- 
ished and patriotic Senor (Don Car- 
los) the title of King.” 
Hardy, Generous People. 


Unquestionably, these were the 
qualities which completely won the 
admiration and sympathy of Steph- 
ens—a citizen of a nation whose 
Government was expending every 
effort to defeat the Carlist cause 
—for the Basque people and their 
cause. At the conclusion of his 
preface, “The Morning Post” cor- 
respondent says, “A hardy, honest, 
generous, intelligent and noble peo- 
ple in whom the love of liberty and 
contempt of death in its defense 
seem instinctive; whose persevering 
patience and _ resistance only in- 
crease with obstacles; and above 
all, whose enthusiasm in the cause 
of their persecuted sovereign so 
develop these various qualities as

to shut out the remotest prospect 
of the war in Spain being brought 
to any other termination than the 
complete triumph of their beloved 
Carlos Quinto.” 

Those lines were written 100 
years ago. 

After reliving the Basque fight 
for freedom during Carlist days, as 
recorded by Stephens, it is easy to 
understand why the Basques have 
kept their identity, language and 
character unchanged in essentials 
through more than a_ thousand 
years.

Dogs Have Their Day in Missouri 


Senate; Hours of Florid Oratory 


Twice, Casey Denounces Cats in 
Field Day of Sentiment.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14. — 
The Missouri State Senate, which 
has been in session 128 days with- 


out making headway with the 
State’s economic problems and 
without having acted on the sales 
tax, gasoline tax, $170,000,000 of ap- 
propriation bills and many other 
important matters, had time yester- 
day to devote its entire day to dog 
licensing. 

When adjournment came, shortly 
before 5 o'clock, the momentous 
question of whether money derived 
from dog licenses should go into 
the “road drag” fund of the coun- 
ties or be used to reimburse farm- 
ers for the value of sheep and 
chickens killed by dogs or wolves 
had not been settled. The bill was 
put on the informal calendar today 
to be taken up again later in the 
session. 

For many years counties which 
voted to have a “dog law” have col- 
lected a license tax of $1 for male 
dogs and $3 for female dogs. The 
money went into a fund for repair- 
ing county roads. The purpose of 
the law was to discourage the own- 
ership of dogs, which were accused 
of raiding sheep flocks and poul- 
try pens in the night. A farmer 
who suffered such losses could sue 
the owner of the guilty dog. 

Frivolous Amendments. 

This session of the Legislature 
a group of House members intro- 
duced a bill changing the law to 
set aside the license money to pay 
farmers’ losses. It was passed in 
the House and came up for action 
in the Senate yesterday, providing 
a field day for comic and frivolous 
amendments. In all 28 amendments 
were offered, two of them . being 
adopted and the others defeated or 
withdrawn after affording a few 
minutes’ amusement to the Sen- 
ators and occupants of gallery 
seats. 

When the bill was called up, Sen- 
ator Paul C. Jones of Kennett took 
it as a subject for serious amend- 


/ment and offered an amendment 
, to require that all dogs should be 
| vaccinated as a protection against 


rabies. The amendment carried. 

From then on the bill was a play- 
thing for the Senate. Senator Frost 
of Cassville attempted to strike out 
the provision authorizing payment 
for sheep killed by wolves and for 
chickens killed by either dogs or 
wolves. He failed. 

Senator Briggs h n amend- 
ment dealing with thé*proceedings 
before the County Court on claims. 
It was defeated. 

15-Cent License Proposed. 

Frost, in an eloquent plea for the 
protection of “the pal of the small 
boy in the country,” tried to have 
the license fee for the male dog 
reduced from $1 to 15 cents, but 
that failed, too, notwithstanding 
by Senator McCor- 
mick of St. Louis County of Sen- 
ator Vest’s “Eulogy of the Dog.” 

Senator Searcy of Eminence 
thought administration of the law 
would require experts and offered 
an amendment that it be admin- 
istered by the Social Security Com- 
mission, which is to be created to 
administer old age pensions, relief 
and aid to dependent children. He 
failed. 

Frost, still bearing in mind the 
dog owned by the small boy in 
the country, offered another 
amendment to place the money in a 
county students’ fund to pay the 
expenses of honor students on 
visits to the State Fair. It failed 
to pass. 

Senator Donnelly of Lebanon at- 
tempted to limit the payments to 
damage caused by sheep killed by 
dogs and eliminate wolves, but this 
also failed of passage. 

Senator McCormick tried fruit- 
lessly to have the license for fe- 
male dogs fixed at $10 instead of 
$3. Senator Crouse of St. Joseph 
wanted te fix the license fees at $2 
for males and $5 for females, but 
the Senate voted him down. 

Crouse followed that up with an 
amendment which would prohibit 
payments except on evidence sup- 
plied by eye-witnesses to the kill- 
ings. It failed, Frost then tried to 
get the license on females reduced 
from $3 to $1. He failed. 

Crouse sought to limit the ap- 
plication of the law to counties 


having populations of less than 50,- 
000. He failed. 
Frost Tries Again. 

Frost said that little dogs couldn’t 
kill sheep and tried to limit the 
license charge to dogs weighing 
less than 15 pounds, but the Senate 
said “dogs is dogs” and refused to 
adopt the amendment. Weight be- 
ing counted out, Frost then went 
at it from the standpoint of age, 
attempting to eliminate dogs more 
than 10 years old, “which couldn’t 
bite a piece of fried mutton, much 
less a live old ram.” This made 
no impression on the Senators and 
it was defeated. 

Frost became tearful. again 
about the little boys and girls in 
the country and their pet dogs. 
“Would you send a little boy or 
lassie to jail because they didn’t 
poison or shoot their unlicensed 
pets?” he asked, and offered an 
amendment relieving dogs owned 
by persons under 15 years of age 
from the tax. The Senate was un- 
touched by the Senator’s pathos and 
defeated his amendment. 

Senator Searcy tried to eliminate 
“shepherds, hounds, water spaniels, 
pekinese, great Danes, lapdogs, 
bulldogs and watch dogs.” He said 
he didn’t want the dogs in his dis- 
trict to come under the law and 
had set out in his amendment all 
the kinds he knew about. 

Forgot All About Scotties. 

Crouse asked if he~hadn’t for- 
gotten about Scotties. The Senator 
had and included them. Senator 
Freeland of Forsyth asked about 
pomeranians, but Searcy said they 
never had been heard of in Shan- 
non County. The amendment 
failed. 

Senator McCormick failed to 
eliminate St. Louis County from 
the bill. 

Senator Crouse tried to include 
cats with dogs and wolves as de- 
stroyers of poultry, and Senator 
Casey of Kansas City denounced 


cats at great length. He had the | 


Senator Vest eulogy on dogs read 
again. The Senate refused to pillory 
cats. 

Frost tried in vain to include a 
provision requiring County Courts 
to publish at considerable expense 
a complete record of payments 
made. 

Senator Lewis thought hogs and 
owls were dangerous to poultry, but 
withdrew his amendment after 
some debate. 

It seems that Senator Briggs re- 
cently presented a hunting dog 
named “Sag” to Senator Crouse, 
and Crouse wanted all dogs named 
“Sage” exempted from the bill, but 
the Senate refused. 

Frost tried to get benefits limited 
to those who filed claims within 
24 hours of loss, but failed. 

Tries to Exempt Dogs by Colors. 

Searcy, having failed to eliminate 
dogs by breeds, tried out a color 
scheme. He had an amendment to 
exempt pink, blue, red, white, black, 
brown, mixed, spotted or striped 
dogs. Lieutenant-Governor Harris 
ruled the amendment was frivolous, 
but Searcy insisted he wanted his 
district “out of the bill” and said 
he knew “the color of dogs in my 
district.” The amendment was re- 
jected. 

Frost’s next amendment provided 
that the bill should not apply to 
counties containing national forest 
units. It failed. . 

A long debate was precipitated by 
an amendment offered by Searcy to 
provide that payment from the dog 
fund should be in complete satis- 


faction of damages and that the 


sheep owner should have no 
the sheep-killing dog. The amend- 
ment failed. 

Frost wanted a lien in favor of 
the county on the sheep destroyed, 
but the Senate refused. 

Searcy thought payment should 
also be made for goats, but the 
Senate didn’t think so. 

Senator Rozier of Perryville suc- 
ceeded in having adopted an 
amendment eliminating a provision 
that all in excess of $3000 in a 
county dog fund could be used for 
other purposes. 

Senator Quinn of Lewis County 
desired that the sheep or poultry 


owner should be permitted to col- | 
lect from the county under the dog | 
law or from the owner of the dog, | 


as he might elect. 

By that time the Senators were 
completely exhausted from their 
arduous day’s work and adjourned.

The Kansas City Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation compared the bill with the 
present statutes and uncovered its 
damaging changes, including the 
elimination of important election 
safeguards, ' curtailment of the 
power of the Election Board and 
reduction in the punishment for vio- 
lations. Douglass indicated Pen- 
dergast was displeased with that 
bill and ordered a revision. 

The new bill, he said, was based 
on the Kansas City permanent reg- 
istration bill which was introduced 
but failed to pass in the 1929 Leg- 
islature. The present election laws 
remain unchanged, except for a few 
minor alterations made necessary 
to write permanent 
into the law; Douglass said. 

It is expected that the new bill 
will be adopted by the Senate Com- 
mittee, and if Boss Pendergast is 
sincere in wanting some sort of 
a permanent registration plan in 
Kansas City, the bill is certain to 
pass the Senate and be approved 
by the House with little opposition.

The Surrender of Camp Jackson. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NTEREST in Civil War memorabilia 

has been fanned by tke best-seller, 
“Gone With the Wind,” and the recent 
issuance of the special Gen. Sherman 
stamp. We in St. Louis can well focus 
our interest on an affair that may have 
been a decisive factor in the final out- 
come of the conflict between the states. 

I refer to the surrender of Camp Jack- 
son, May 10, 1861. A careful study of 
this event indicates that the success of 
Federal troops under Capt. Lyon that day 
may have put the State under the Union 
banner. 

The situation at the time was as fol- 
lows: The State Government in Missouri 
was strongly Democratic, -The city, on 
the other hand, was under Republican ad- 
ministration. There were enough sympa- 
thizers for both sides to foment consider- 
able public feeling here. Camp Jackson, 
an instrumentality of the State, was sus- 
pected of indorsing the Southern cause, 
but there was no official knowledge of 
this fact. 

Capt. Lyon, however, came into posses- 
sion of information that gave him prop- 
er military excuse to march upon the 
camp and demand its surrender. It seems 
that a shipment of ammunition was com- 

ing up the river, destined, not for the 
Federal arsenal in South St. Louis, but 
mysteriously for Camp Jackson. It was 
from New Orleans, the records tell us. 

. Waiting until the ammunition was se- 
curely stored at the camp, Capt. Lyon 
made a surprise maneuver, surrounding 
the camp by a force four or five times its 
strength. Gen. Frost quickly surrendered. 

It will be remembered that St. Louis’ 
population had been recently swelled by 
the influx of Germans who had no sym- 
pathy for any kind of rebellion, for what- 
ever cause, and they consequently reaf- 
firmed their allegiance to the Government 
to which they had officially or unofficial- 
ly given their citizenship. The weight 
they lent to the celebration of the Fed- 
eral victory made St. Louis unmistak- 
ably a Union stronghold. While it is true 

that the battle of Wilson’s Creek, in 
Southwest Missouri, was the final stroke 
that secured Missouri for the Union, the 
coup executed here by Capt. Lyon started 
the Confederate rout. 

Suppose the victory had been on the 
other side. In times such as those, psy- 
chology played an important part, and a 
victory by the Confederate sympA&thizers 
might well have been the determining 
factor in turning Missouri to the Confed- 
eracy. Historians point to the fact that 
it was the predominance of Democrats 
and Southern sympathizers among polit- 
ical “ins” of Virginia that made that bor- 
der State embrace the Southern cause. 

I am particularly interested in the 
Camp Jackson affair by reason of the 
fact that my office is located within a 
few feet of the headquarters of the com- 
mander, Gen. Frost. An early military 
map of this camp shows his headquarters 
on a point approximating the position of 
the south bay of the Godefroy Building. 
Camp Jackson, as is well known, was 
bounded by the present-day streets of 

_ Grand, Laclede, Garrison and Olive. 

In fitting observance of the anniver- 
sary of the Camp Jackson conflict, the 
Midtown Business Men’s Club will hold 
a luncheon May 19 at Hotel Melbourne. 
Among our speakers will be a man— 
probably the only living person—who saw 
that engagement. He is James A. Walsh, 
who, as a schoolboy, ran after the troops, 
unsuspecting the import of events soon 
to transpire. He will describe them to 
us at the luncheon. 

I am writing, not because Camp Jack- 
son has been neglected by the historians, 
but because it seems to me it deserves 
added importance as an early indicator of 
the war's outcome.

THAT WINDFALL FOR THE SCHOOLS. 


At Jefferson City, the members of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee are scratching around in-an 
attempt to reduce House appropriation bills by ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. 

This is the sum by which appropriations exceed 
prospective revenues—yet prospective revenues for 
the coming two years exceed those for the past two 
years by the vast sum of approximately $50,000,000! 
Fifty millions more to spend, yet not enough to 
satisfy the ravenous demands of the tax-eaters. 
There is something wrong with this picture. There 
are many things wrong with it. We cite one in- 
stance: 

Under the State Constitution, 25 per cent of all 
money that finds its way into the general revenue 
fund is automatically allocated to the public schools. 


i Going the Constitution one better, the Legislature 


some years ago raised the amount to be automat- 
ically allocated to the schools from 25 per cent to 
331-3 per cent. 

Since all of us are intensely interested in educa- 
tion and habitually very generous regarding school 
expenditures, this occasioned little, if any, oppo- 
sition. 

But along comes the need of providing during the 
depression for the emergency needs of the unem- 
ployed, and Missouri adopts a sales tax of 1 per 
cent, ostensibly for relief and other emergency pur- 
poses. Along comes repeal, with millions of new 
revenue. One-third of this new money, together 
with one-third of old revenue, automatically goes to 
the schools, whether they neec it or not. 

And now we have impending legislation to in- 
crease the sales tax from 1 to 2 per cent, adding 
many more millions to State revenue, end one-third 
of that increase also goes to the schools. 

So it shapes up like this: 

In 1933-34, the schools got $9,600,000. 

In 1935-36, they got $17,000,000. 

In 1937-38, they stand to get some $26,590,000. 
Since 1933, therefore, through the operation of 
the 331-3 per cent statute and through the fortui- 
tous circumstance that huge new additions have been 
made to State revenues, the schools’ income has 
almost tripled. 

This does not make sense. The State does not 
have three times as many children as it had in 
1933; it does not have three times as many teachers 
or school buildings. Why, then, should the schools 
get three times as much money? 

The answer is, they shouldn’t. So pressing an 
obligation upon the State as providing relief for the 
unemployable population—of providing food and 
shelter for destitute men and women—is met with a 
niggardly $10,000,000, while the schools’ revenues 
soar. Which is more necessary: to provide the barest 
subsistence for the submerged tenth of the popula- 
tion, or to give unneeded millions to the schools? 
Under the watchful eye of the school lobby—the 
most powerful agency of its kind in Missouri—the 
Legislature has so far carefully refrained from 
reducing the automatic 331-3 per cent allocation to 
the constitutional limit of 25 per cent. Even with 
such a reduction, be it noted, the schools would re- 
ceive more money in the next two years than they 
did in the last two. 

Now, under the stress of finding means to bal- 
ance the budget, there is a movement for a re- 
duction to 30 per cent or less. It has been a long 
time forming. It calls for something which, in 
ordinary good business practice, would have been 
done a long time ago. 
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THE CORONATION ON THE RADIO. 


The radio’s handling of the British coronation 
was a masterpiece of broadcasting. Through elabo- 
rate preparations, with microphones and announcers 
at every strategic point, a world hook-up carried 
the whole ceremony and word pictures of all the 
pageantry to the most remote outposts. In St. Louis 
homes, as in every quarter of the widespread British 
domains, the unprecedented broadcast was heard. 
To many listeners, the coverage was so complete as 
to be a surfeit of details, particularly the prolonged 
Abbey ceremonial and the long coronation parade. 
One feature, however, carried compact and expertly 
stage-managed drama. 
That was a 40-minute radio tour of the world, in 
which voices from all over the Empire joined in hom- 
age. Not only officials, but also plain people of 
the dominions, with their characteristic accents, 
were heard. For the British Isles, spokesmen were 
a cockney, an elderly Scotchwoman, an Ulster col- 
leen and a Welsh miner, who drew a contrast be- 
tween the glitter of London and his own section’s 
poverty. From Canada, a Regina rancher and a 
French-speaking Quebec mademoiselle were heard. 
An Australian jackaroo, fresh from his sheep station: 
a South African miner, a Burmese official, the Vice- 
roy of India and numerous others spoke. Then Stan- 
ley Baldwin and finally the slow, solemn words of 
King George, acknowledging his people’s tribute. 
Not since “Cavalcade” has so telling a dramatiza- 
tion and glorification of the British Empire been 
heard. Some such master stage-craftsman as Noel 
Coward must have had a hand in bringing together 
the voices of the whole Commonwealth in this impres- 
sive broadcast.

Mr. Roosevelt has stood up well under the bur- 
den, notwithstanding he applies himself to his tasks

A President’s absence from Washington almost in- 
variably slows the capital’s tempo, which immedi- 
ately quickens on his return. It was Mr. Roose- 
velt’s experience in the spring of 1934 to be wel- 
comed pretty much as a conquering hero. The oc- 
casion originated in a facetious Republican pro- 
posal that “Congress meet him at "Jnion Station in 
a body.” The Democrats, 200 strong, acted on the 
suggestion. He was urbanely equal to the demon- 
stration. Subsequently, he has come back to find 
enthusiastic party solidarity awaiting him. How 
will it be today? 

His extraordinary leadership is under fire. He 
left behind him a Washington bristling with the 
opposition of Democrats who had followed him most- 
ly without question. That is the Washington he is 
returning to. His court scheme has precipitated 
an insurgency which might more accurately be des- 
ignated an insurrection. He has stalled the session 
that convened in an'‘atmosphere of epochal victory 
to carry out, it was believed, a historic program. 
Never were the omens more propitious, the circum- 
stances more reassuring. And the mood of Washing- 
ton is the country’s mood.

SALUTE TO A PAIR OF VENERABLES. 

After serving as president of the Missouri His- 
torical Society for eight years, Isaac H. Lionberger 
has been elected president emeritus in his eighty- 
third year. For his successor, the society, whose 
headquarters are in the Jefferson Memorial in For- 
est Park, has chosen Charles Nagel, who is ap- 
proaching his eighty-eighth birthday. A salute to 
these venerable St. Louisans is in order. Both are 
rounding out long and active lives, with time to 
spare for the furtherance of the study of the city 
and section which they have worked in and lived 
in these many years. Such devotion to the historical 
culture of the community cannot be without an im- 
pression on the younger leaders who are rising in 
St. Louis. 
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MR. HAMILTON’S DILEMMA. 

The Republican party is in the red, and that’s 
why Chairman Hamilton came to St. Louis. He is 
looking for money. He wants to clear up the deficit 
of last year’s campaign. He is making progress, but 
the way is long and the pace is slow. To put it in 
plaint, blunt figures, there is a hangover of $800,000 
to be got vid of.

Mr. Hamilton took a little flyer in statistics, which, 
examined closely, carry some rather queer implica- 
tions.

But last year, 
with 700,000 cheerful givers, the funereal finality, in 
states, was: Republicans 2, Democrats 46. And 
from the storied halls of the electoral college came 
the swan song: Republicans 8, Democrats 523. 

So there the Republicans are. The situation, 
whether reduced to a syllogism or regarded simply 
as exasperating history, leaves logic looking at a 
cockeyed world.

A FUNCTION OF GOVERNMENT.

HY should newspapers be forced to 
spend money and time exposing politi- 
cal corruption? It is a public service which 
the press willingly undertakes, but why 
should not the machinery of the law uncover 
such corruption? 

Let us take the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
for instance, which won the Pulitzer gold 
medal last week, for having exposed regis- 
tration fraud in St. Louis. A summary of 
the Post-Dispatch’s campaign by Raymond 
Clapper shows how expensive it must have 
been. 

First, the Post-Dispatch put reporters to 
checking up on registration lists. They 
went over St. Louis, from house to house. 
They found that men would have had to 
sleep 20 in a room to account for the reg- 
istration lists. of some rooming houses. 

The Post-Dispatch printed names and 
charges. Confessions from precinct election 
judges of registration list padding gave the 
final touch of completion to the exposure. 
Altogether, some 46,000 fake registrations 
were found and dropped from the rolls. The 
Election Board was discharged by the Gov- 
ernor who had appointed it and a new one 
named. 

The Post-Dispatch did a great service, at 
a great expense. But how could the people 
who pay the bills for all government permit 
such a colossal fraud to be perpetrated 
upon them in the first place? Is there no 
vigilance at all on the part of government 
itself? Does government supinely permit 
itself to be black-jacked and turned into 
a mere form of graft for corrupt politicians? 

Newspapers stand ready to continue their 
public service. But is government never 
going to clean its own house without the 
necessity of such expensive campaigns as 
the Post-Dispatch conducted?

UNDER WOODROW WILSON, DIES 


Served Three Terms as Governor of 
N. Dakota and on State Su- 
preme Bench.

ROCHESTER, Minn., May 14— 
John Burke, United States Treasur- 
er under Woodrow Wilson, who 
served three terms as Governor 
of North Dakota and was a State 
Supreme Court Justice, died in a 
hospital today after an operation. 


He was 78 years old. 

Burke was born at Keokuk, Ia. 
Féb. 25, 1859, and was educated at 
Iowa State University. After prac- 
ticing law two vears at Des Moines, 
he removed in 1888 to Rolette Coun- 
ty, North Dakota, and the next year 
wa selected County Judge. He then 
served four years in the State Leg- 
islature. 

In the years that followed, Burke 
became one of the leaders of the 
Democratic party in the state. He 
was nominated as the party’s can- 
didate for Governor and elected in 
1907 by a plurality of 25,000, and 
was re-elected in 1909 and 1911. At 
the conclusion of his third term he 
was appointed Treasurer of the 
United States and served until Jan. 
5, 1921. 

He was elected to the North Da- 
kota Supreme Court in 1924, after 
losing his fortune in a Wall street 
brokerage business.

It 
would mean that nobody cared 
about the principles he professes, 
and it would degrade the whole 
matter to the level of the cheapest 
kind of political bargain. 

The administration bill, which has 
at least a certain audacity and

For a packed court 
is a packed court, whether it is 
packed with one judge or with six.

The only reason left for talking 
about such a compromise is the 
feeling that faces have to be saved.

But even if face is important, 
nothing could be simpler than to 
save everyone’s face in this con- 
troversy.

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BOY HERO OF ’63 DEAD 


GEN. JOHN LINCOLN CLEM 


FAMED ‘DRUMMER BOY 
OF CHICKAMAUGA’ DIES 


Maj.-Gen. John Lincoln Clem 
Last Civil War Veteran on 
Army’s Active List. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 14.— 


John Lincoln Clem, 86 years old, 
famed “Drummer Boy of Chicka- 
mauga,” died last night. He held 
the rank of Major-General, retired, 
after 47 years in the army. His 
service began when he joined the 
Twenty-third Michigan Infantry in 
the Civil War as a boy of 10. 

After the Civil War he spent 14 
years in the army at San Antonio. 

When President Lincoln issued 
his first call for volunteers, John 
/Clem, an orphan, was eager to go. 
‘He was immediately turned away 
because of his youth when he tried 
to enlist in the Third Ohio Regi- 
ment, being recruited near his 
home at Newark. 

He then secreted himself in a 
baggage car bound for the mobil- 
ization camp at Covington, Ky., 
and there simply attached himself 
to the 22nd Michigan Infantry. The 
soldiers, liking the small boy, gave 
him a uniform, drum and sawed- 
off musket, He was with the 
regiment at Chickamauga, Shiloh, 
Perryville, Murfreesboro, Kenesaw 
Mountain, Peach Tree Creek and 
Atlanta, where he was wounded 
twice. 

He got his nickname in this 
fashion: After he had been at the 
front in the battle of Chicka- 
mauga (in 1863), his brigade was 
ordered to fall back and he became 
separated from his regiment. He 
fell in with a command al- 
most surrounded by Confederates. 
Frightened, the boy began running 
and finally hid in a clump of 
bushes. There he was discovered 
by a Confederate colonel. 

The youth in the misfit uniform 
with his drum and musket was 
such a ludicrous picture the colonel 
laughed heartily. Clem, angered, 
promptly fired:at the colonel and 
under cover of darkness made his 
way back to his regiment. From 
then on his fame spread. 

He adopted the middle name of 
Lincoln after meeting the Presi- 
dent in 1864. 

Clem was the last of the Civil 
War veterans on the active list.

WHEELER CHARGES ‘CUT-BACK’ 
PAYMENTS TO RAIL OFFICERS 


Senator to Seek Inquiry Into Re- 
puted Practice of Large 
Shippers. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 14—Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, chair- 
man of the Senate Railway Finance 
Investigating Committee, announced 
today he would seek a Federal in- 
quiry into “cutback” payments 
which he asserted were made by 
some large shippers to transporta- 
tion officials. He described ‘“cut- 
backs” as a “wide-spread abuse af- 
fecting our transportation system.” 
He said he had received evidence 
that some railroad officers were 
accepting “cutbacks,” or personal

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payments, from coal companies and 
equipment firms, in return for the 
patronage of their lines. 

Wheeler said some huge railroad 
systems were controlldd, through a 
pyramid of holding companies, by 
persons who have “a very small 
financial stake in the carriers.” 
These individuals, he said, con- 
trolled orders for coal, steel and 
rolling stock amounting to many 
millions annually, and “many firms 
are willing to pay a cutback to get 
their Susiness.”’ 

He said he hoped the investiga- 
tion could be made either by his 
committee or by “an independent 
Federal agency.” 

The Senator indicated he might 
introduce a resolution intsructing 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to undertake such an inquiry.

from every direction. East should 
have started with one heart instead 
of one club. He was not strong 
enough to reverse. That is to say, 
he was not strong enough to start 
with a club and later show hearts, 
because partner might have to 
make a choice and go back to clubs 
at a high level. South’s spade over- 
call was questionable but, consider- 
ing his nonvulnerability, not bad 
strategy. North’s final bid was too 
aggressive. Since South had dou- 
bled four hearts he should have 
been given a chance at a five club 
bid. But the bidding was not as 
bad as South’s play. 


EST opened the club king. 

South ruffed and, blind to 

everything except that he had 
a lot of losing hearts, started to 
ruff them out. The ace was fol- 
lowed by a heart ruff with dum- 
my’s seven. A second club ruff 
followed and a heart was ruffed 
with the eight. A third club ruff 
reduced declarer to the 10-9 of 
spades. 

New declarer bethought himself 
of his need for diamond tricks and 
led the jack. West naturally did 
" mot cover and, dummy having 
’ ducked, East won with the ace for 
the defenders’ first trick. The 
spade queen was led back, dummy 
winning with the ace, and now 
West had the king and a low spade 
as against the singleton held by de- 
elarer and dummy. The diamond 
king was cashed, dropping the 
queen, but a diamond continuation 
was ruffed with West’s low spade 
and the king drew the remaining 
trumps, whereupon West could not 
be stopped from cashing two club 
tricks. 

Had declarer properly appraised 
the respective merits of dummy as 
against his own holding, he would 
have seen that there was a much 
better chance to establish the dia- 
mond suit than there was to take 
care of all his losing hearts. Thus, 
his first plan would have been a 
diamond, taking the finesse against 
the queen. East would win, but 
regardless of his return, would be 
helpless against the establishment 
of dummy’s diamond suit. 

Suppose he led back a club. De- 

clarer would ruff and lead the 10 
of spades, ducking in dummy. The 
queen would win, but now another 
spade finesse would pick up West’s 
king and the defenders never would 
take another trick.
